PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PROHIBITION OF PLASTIC OR UNDETECTABLE KNIVES 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board pursuant to Section 6 of Article VII of the Constitution of the State 
of Illinois and has the authority to exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its 
government and affairs including, but not limited to, the power to regulate for the protection of the public 
health, safety, morals and welfare; and 

WHEREAS, the corporate authorities of the Cook County Board recognize the importance of protecting 
its residents from the dangers associated with dangerous weapons; and 
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WHEREAS, technological advancements have led to the manufacture of non-metallic knives that have 
the capability of evading metal detectors; and 

WHEREAS, some non-metallic knives are blatantly marketed as being "completely undetectable"; and 

WHEREAS, undetectable knives pose the risk of individuals evading metal detectors in order to carry 
dangerous weapons into government buildings such as courthouses, thereby threatening the safety of the 
judiciary and others; and 

WHEREAS, there is no legitimate purpose for an individual to possess an undetectable knife that is 
manufactured for the express purpose of being able to evade metal detectors. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
58 Offenses and Miscellaneous Provisions, Sections 58-176 through 58-177 of the Cook County Code are 
hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 58-176. Plastic or undetectable knives. 

(a) As used in this section, undetectable knife means any knife or other instrument 
constructed of materials including but not limited to: hardened plastic, polymer resin, or graphite with or 
without a handguard that is capable of ready use as a stabbing weapon that may inflict great bodily injury 
or death that is commercially manufactured to be used as a weapon and is not detectable by a metal 
detector or magnetometer, either handheld or otherwise, that is set at standard calibration. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person in Cook County to commercially manufacture or cause 
to be commercially manufactured, or who knowingly imports into the County for commercial sale, keep 
for commercial sale, or offer or expose for commercial sale, any undetectable knife. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person in Cook County to keep, carry, possess, loan or give to 
any person any undetectable knife. 

(d) This subsection shall not apply to the carrying or possession of undetectable knives by 
peace officers, wardens, superintendents and keepers of prisons, penitentiaries, jails, and other institutions 
for the detention of persons accused or convicted of an offense, members of the Armed Services or 
Reserve Forces of the United States or the Illinois National Guard or the Reserve Officers Training Corps. 

(e) It shall be unlawful for any person to bring or attempt to bring an undetectable knife as 
described in Section 58-176 into a court facility or on to county property. 

(f) This section shall not apply to the sale of undetectable knives to a federal, state or local 
law enforcement or military entity with a valid agency, department, or unit purchase order. 

(g) This section shall not apply to the manufacture or importation of undetectable knives for 
sale to federal, state, and local historical societies, museums, and institutional collections, which are open 
to the public, provided that the undetectable knives are properly housed and secured from unauthorized 
handling, nor shall this section apply to the subsequent sale of the knives to these societies, museums, and 
collections. 

(h) This section will not apply to plastic knives whose intent is to aid in the consumption of 

food.

(i) Any person found in violation of subsection (a) or (b) should be subject to a fine of at 
least $500.00 and not more than $1000.00. 

(j) In addition to all other penalties, knives used in violation of this section shall be forfeited 
to, and confiscated by the Sheriff. 

Sec. 58-177. Administrative adjudication. 

Any person issued a notice of violation for violation of Section 58-176 of this Article may request 
an administrative hearing in accordance with Chapter 2 Administration, Article IX, Administrative 
Hearings of this Code. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
OFFENSES AGAINST THE PUBLIC PEACE 

WHEREAS, Every person has the basic right to live their life in a healthy and non-hostile environment; 
and 

WHEREAS, public peace violations infringe upon these rights and this ordinance will give police 
officers the tools they need to protect people from behavior that is a public nuisance, and can be 
potentially dangerous; and 

WHEREAS, police officers are not required to arrest people for these violations and may instead issue 
tickets to people in violation of disturbing the public peace; and 

WHEREAS, administratively adjudicating these violations will help police officers enforce the law 
without clogging up the court system and without pulling police officers off the street for four or five 
hours to be in court; and 

WHEREAS, this process for enforcing these laws can also benefit the offender, by allowing them to 
either pay a fine or contest the violation in a much less time consuming process than going through the 
court system. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 
58 Offenses and Miscellaneous Provisions, Sections 58-171 through 58-175 of the Cook County Code are 
hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE VI, OFFENSES AGAINST THE PUBLIC PEACE 
Sec. 58-171. Intoxication. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to be in a state of intoxication in any street, alley or 
public place that is under jurisdiction of the County. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to drink any alcoholic liquor as defined by law on any 
public way under the jurisdiction of the County, or in or about any motor vehicle upon a public way under 
the jurisdiction of the County. This section shall not apply to portions of the public way occupied by a 
sidewalk cafe, which is properly licensed to sell alcoholic liquor. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person to transport, carry, possess or have any alcoholic 
liquor in or upon or about any motor vehicle upon any public way under the jurisdiction of the County 
except in the original package and with the seal unbroken. 

(d) Any person violating any provision of this section shall be fined not less than $50.00 and 
not more than $200.00. 

Sec. 58-172. Disorderly conduct. 

(а) It shall be unlawful for any person to commit disorderly conduct. A person commits 
disorderly conduct when he knowingly: 

(1) Does any act in such unreasonable manner as to provoke, make or aid in making a breach 
of peace; or 

(2) Resists or obstructs the performance by one known to the person to be a police officer of 
any authorized act within his official capacity; or 

(3) Fails to obey a lawful order of dispersal by a person known by him to be a police officer; 
or 

(4) Does any offensive act which under the circumstances creates a clear and present danger 
of breach of the peace or imminent threat of violence; or 

(5) Appears in any public place manifestly under the influence of alcohol, narcotics or other 
drug, not therapeutically administered, to the degree that he may endanger himself or 
other persons or property, or annoy persons in his vicinity; or 

(б) Carries in a threatening or menacing manner, without authority of law, any razor, knife, 
stiletto, blackjack, bludgeon, metal knuckles, slingshot, any knife, the blade of which is 
released by a spring mechanism, including knives known as “switch-blades”, 
undetectable knives as defined in Section 58-176, an object containing noxious or 
deleterious liquid, gas or substance or other weapon, or conceals said weapon on or about 
the person or vehicle; or 
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(7) Pickets or demonstrates on a public way within 150 feet of any primary or secondary 
school building while the school is in session and one-half hour before the school is in 
session and one-half hour after the school- session has been concluded; or 

(8) Pickets or demonstrates on a public way within 150 feet of any church, temple, 
synagogue or other place of worship while services are being conducted and one-half 
hour before services are to be conducted and one-half hour services have been concluded. 

(b) A person found violating any provision of this section shall be fined not less than $50.00 
nor more than $500.00 for each offense. 

Sec. 58-173. Defacement of house of worship or cemetery. 

Any person who willfully defaces, mars, injures, destroys or removes any vault, tomb, memorial 
of the dead, church, synagogue, or any other structure constituting a place of worship of any religion, sect 
or group, or any part of any contents thereof; or any fence, tree, shrub or plant appurtenant thereto, shall 
be fined not less than $200.00 nor more than $500.00. In addition, any person found in violation of this 
section may be required to perform up to 250 hours of community service in a program under the 
direction of the Sheriff. 

Sec. 58-174. Fraud through spiritualism. 

(a) No person shall hold or give any public or private meeting, gathering, circle, or seance of 
any kind in the name of spiritualism, or of any other religious body, society, cult, or denomination, and 
therein practice, or permit to be practiced, fraud or deception of any kind. No person shall obtain money 
or property from another by fraudulent devices and practices in the name of, or by means of spirit 
mediumship, palmistry, card reading, astrology, seership, or like crafty science, or fortune telling of any 
kind. 


(b) Any person violating any provision of this section shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor 
more than $100.00 for each offense. 

Sec. 58-175. Administrative adjudication. 

Any person issued a notice of violation for violation of Section 58-171 to Section 58-174 of this 
Article may request an administrative hearing in accordance with Chapter 2, Administration, Article IX, 
Administrative Hearings of this Code. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be in effect immediately upon adoption.

IN MEMORIAM OF PRESIDENT LECH KACZYNSKI OF POLAND 
AND OT H ERS LOST IN THE PLANE TRAGEDY OF APRIL 10, 2010 

WHEREAS, President Lech Kaczynski of Poland, his wife, Maria Kaczynska and 94 other officials and 
notable citizens, were lost on April 10, 2010 in a plane crash near the site of the Katyn Massacre, which 
occurred seventy years earlier; and 

WHEREAS, the President and the esteemed delegation were to visit the site, commemorating the 70th 
anniversary of the slaughter of 22,000 Polish military officials and civilian intellectuals by the Soviet 
Secret Police; and 

WHEREAS, President Kaczynski was loved and respected by the people of Poland and by people of 
Polish ancestry around the world, including Chicago and Cook County, Illinois, home of the largest 
Polish and Polish American community outside of Poland; and 

WHEREAS, other members of the esteemed delegation included Maria Kaczynska, much loved first lady 
of the nation, and an economist who dedicated herself to charity work, Anna Walentynowicz, a leader and 
icon in the Solidarity freedom movement, Ryzard Kaczorowski, a former president in exile during the 
Nazi occupation of Poland, and Slawomir Skrzypek, president of the National Bank of Poland; and 

WHEREAS, Polish Americans contribute greatly to the economy and quality of life of our nation, state, 
county and community; and 

WHEREAS, the Polish and Polish American population are an integral part of our community; and

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

SUPPORTING THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE ELGIN-O'HARE WEST BYPASS 
"BUILD ALTERNATIVE 203; OPTION D" 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Department of Transportation (IDOT) in consultation with the Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA), has conducted a study of alternative multimodal transportation solutions for the 
Elgin-O'Hare West Bypass study area, comprised of 127 square miles and 27 communities in Cook and 
DuPage Counties in Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the IDOT study is being advanced as a federally mandated two-tiered process consisting of 
Tier One, the development of a multimodal transportation concept for the study area, and Tier Two, 
detailed engineering and environmental studies for elements of the preferred build alternative; and 

WHEREAS, Tier One of the IDOT study is set to conclude with the FHWA Record of Decision stating 
that the preferred multimodal transportation system selected based upon consideration of transportation 
performance, environmental impacts, regulatory agency comments and stakeholder input and support; and 

WHEREAS, through an extensive public outreach and stakeholder involvement program consistent with 
IDOT's Context Sensitive Solution (CSS) policy, IDOT, and the regional stakeholders have reached 
consensus that the preferred multimodal transportation system is Build Alternative 203 and Option D; and 

WHEREAS, Tier Two of the IDOT study will include analysis of funding strategies, funding sources and 
the availability of project funding including, but not limited to. Federal and State funding, tolling through 
the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority (ISTHA), and potential public-private partnerships; and 

WHEREAS, the impacted stakeholder communities would prefer that the proposed expressway facilities 
be constructed as non-tolled freeways, but understand that this project may be completed with greater 
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expediency should the ISTHA be authorized to construct all or part of the preferred Build Alternative 203 
and Option D; and 

WHEREAS, the stakeholder communities recognize the impacts of a national recession on employment 
in the area, they urge that IDOT, ISTHA, the Governor's Office and the FHWA all work to expedite this 
project in order to significantly impact job creation and stimulate the economy; and 

WHEREAS, national and regional economic circumstances could have an effect on project funding, the 
stakeholder communities would agree to building the project in stages in order to realize immediate 
economic benefit, with the understanding and agreement that the entire project must be built as funding is 
available; and 

WHEREAS, the stakeholder communities further support the construction of these roadways because the 
area designated for these infrastructure improvements is already urbanized and the construction of the 
roadways will not create additional sprawl but rather mitigate congestion, improve air quality and 
maximize opportunities within this region; and 

WHEREAS, the stakeholder communities further request that the construction of the western access and 
the western by-pass. Alternative 203 and Option D, be built with the greenest technologies available and 
with the highest regard for environmental impact; and 


WHEREAS, the communities most impacted by this project are united in support of build Alternative 
203 and Option D, promoting the construction of the preferred alternative and associated improvements. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that: 

Section 1: Location 


The impacted communities hereby request that any construction of the Elgin-O’Hare West Bypass 
highway improvements by IDOT or the ISTHA have a route and location consistent with the area 
recommended by stakeholders and IDOT through the Federally mandated process, said area being 
generally north-south along the western edge of the existing O'Hare International Airport property 
utilizing the 300' set aside corridor as planned by the O'Hare Modernization Program between 1-90 
(Northwest/Jane Addams Tollway) and 1-294 (Tri-State Tollway), and generally east-west along 
Thorndale Avenue between the current terminus of the Elgin-O'Hare Expressway west of 1-290 near 
Roselle Road and the Bypass to the east. 

Section 2: Illinois State Toll Highway Authority 

If the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority shall be authorized to construct all or part of the Elgin-O'Hare 
West Bypass, the impacted communities hereby request that the Toll Authority partner with them to 
perform the following: 

-include within their construction plans full interchange access at the locations identified in Build 
Alternative 203 and Option D to serve said communities and work and develop with said communities, 
either collectively or individually, alternative, equitable funding options to ensure that interchanges can 
be built. Options for funding could include, but are not limited to, deferred payments, waived payments, 
ability to use federal funds to supplement municipal funds and the ability to pay over time with payments 
tied to verified increases in the sales tax revenue; 
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-include within their construction plans those improvements identified by IDOT and participating 
stakeholders that shall mitigate associated transportation impacts, including but not limited to, flood 
mitigation sound barriers, elimination of utility conflicts and improvements to remedy increased traffic on 
local roads; and 

provide for the needs of pedestrians and bicyclists in planning, programming, design and construction of 
transportation and transit facilities associated with the project. 

Section 3: Purpose and Need 

The construction of the agreed upon preferred Build Alternative 203 and Option D, completed in its 
entirety, as developed through the federally mandated Tier One process and recommended by IDOT and 
participating stakeholders is necessary to: 

-ensure operational stability for vehicular traffic on the west side of the Airport with the completion of the 
improvements associated with the O'Hare Modernization Program; and 

-foster further vast regional economic development, business retention and attraction, and jobs creation of 
more than 60,000 new jobs created resulting from the referenced improvements. 

Section 4 


The communities requested that the construction of the referenced Bypass be completed as recommended 
by the IDOT and participating stakeholders and codified by the FHWA, either in its entirety or in 
sequences as defined by the consensus of the planning agencies. 

Section 5 


A copy of this Resolution supporting the construction of Build Alternative 203 and Option D, as 
developed in concept through the Illinois Department of Transportation's Tier One study shall 
immediately be forwarded to the Governor, the Illinois Secretary of Transportation and each of the 
Directors of the Illinois State Toll Highway Authority by the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners.

IN MEMORY OF DANIEL EUGENE O’REILLY TUCKER 


WHEREAS, Daniel (“Dan”) Eugene O’Reilly Tucker, a longtime resident of Evanston, veteran Chicago 
journalist and an active music composer, died on March 20, 2010 at the age of 84; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Tucker was bom in Chicago in 1925 and enjoyed wearing two hats throughout his life: 
Journalist by day and music composer by night; and although he hailed from a family of newspaper 
people, “the occupation that most stirred his soul was writing music”; and 

WHEREAS, after serving in the Army from 1943 to 1946 during World War II, Mr. Tucker started 
working as a copy boy at the Chicago Sun before it merged with the Chicago Times in 1948. He later 
was hired as an editorial writer at the Chicago American before going over to Chicago Today as editorial 
page editor. He became a member of the editorial board at the Chicago Tribune in 1975, holding that 
position for 13 years. Although he retired from the Tribune’s editorial board in 1988 to concentrate on 
music, he wrote classical music reviews for the paper until 2003; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Tucker, at age 28, was so taken with the soundtrack of the ballet film, “The Red 
Shoes,” that he resolved to become a composer. He enrolled at Chicago’s American Conservatory of 
Music, where he eventually took bachelor’s and master’s degrees in piano and composition while writing 
editorials for the Chicago American, which had hired him some years before; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Tucker composed numerous songs, choral works and three operas, the most successful 
of which was “Many Moons” (1971-77), with libretto by Mr. Tucker based on a short story by James 
Thurber.

The Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, His Majesties’ Clerkes (now Bella Voce) and the Ars Viva Symphony are among 
the Chicago groups that have performed his music; and 

WHEREAS, at his Web site, Mr. Tucker stated his belief that, “the most interesting sounds are those that 
share qualities of life- motion, direction, purpose. Musical works that ignore this life-detecting function 
of hearing are unlikely to last beyond the stage of novelty;”

Eater in life, his hobbies included singing in the church choir, flower gardening and bird 
watching, as well as being a dedicated woodchopper; and 

WHEREAS, in 1943, Mr. Cleland graduated from the University of Minnesota where he was an active 
member and eventually president of his fraternity. Sigma Nu; and 

WHEREAS, after college, Mr. Cleland was a Naval officer with the Amphibious Corp until 1946 and 
while serving his nation, he participated in the Allied invasion of Italy; and 

WHEREAS, while in Naval training in Chicago, Mr. Cleland met Jean Katherine Rolfmg; they were 
married on April 7, 1945 at the Winnetka Congregational Church and celebrated their 65th Wedding 
Anniversary just a mere 4 days before Mr. Cleland’s passing; and 

WHEREAS, in 1957, the Clelands moved to 810 Forest Avenue in Wilmette, Illinois, now a Wilmette 
Heritage Landmark, where they raised their six children; and 

WHEREAS, known as “Mr. C”, to at least two generations of neighborhood children, Mr. Cleland 
created a children’s wonderland of swings, perches, forts, slides, zip lines, tree houses and toboggan 
slides in their backyard which served as a communal playground enjoyed by many year-round; and 
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WHEREAS, throughout his entire life, Mr. Cleland had a sense of moral obligation to live responsibly 
and help promote values of justice, tolerance and peace; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Cleland and his wife engaged extensively in local, national, and global issues of the 
day, with a particular emphasis on nuclear arms control; and 

WHEREAS, in 1960, Mr. Cleland co-founded the Wilmette chapter of the Committee for a Sane Nuclear 
Policy, “SANE,” and organized protests against the Vietnam War; and 

WHEREAS, after his retirement from the business world in 1976, Mr. Cleland served as director of 
NOMOR, an arms-control advocacy group and co-founded the North Suburban Peace Initiative (NPSI); 
and 

WHEREAS, as members of Wilmette’s First Congregational Church for 54 years, the Clelands urged the 
church toward positions against the Vietnam War and in support of civil rights, affordable housing, 
sanctuary for Central American refugees and nuclear disarmament; and 

WHEREAS, in 1986, Mr. Cleland was the Democratic candidate for Congress in Illinois’s Tenth District 
and although he was defeated by the popular incumbent, John Porter, he conducted a visible and respected 
campaign, gamering the endorsements of the Pioneer Press papers; and 

WHEREAS, as an activist, Mr. Cleland gave countless presentations at churches, universities, and 
community fomms, organized marches and demonstrations; and regularly composed essays and letters to 
the editor; and

WHEREAS, Mr. Joseph’s commitment to civil rights was exemplified by his representation of 
demonstrators arrested at the 1968 Democratic Convention in Chicago, Illinois and his advocacy for the

WHEREAS, in 1997, Mr. Joseph represented the American Library Association in a suit against then 
Attorney General Janet Reno that led to the overturning of portions of the Communications Decency Act.

Foundation in 2008; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Joseph, who described himself as a “bleeding-heart, knee-jerk First Amendment 
lawyer,” was a founding member of Lawyers for the Creative Arts and founder and former chair of the 
Media Coalition, a First Amendment trade organization representing booksellers, magazine publishers, 
the Motion Picture Association of America as well as serving as the head of the Playboy Foundation for 
several years; most recently, Mr. Joseph served as the legal counsel to the Comic Book Legal Defense 
Fund; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Joseph enjoyed writing, listening to jazz, spending time at his San Francisco home and 
visiting the California vineyard owned by one his daughters; and

IN MEMORY OF JUDGE HAROLD W. SULLIVAN 


WHEREAS, after a long illness. Judge Harold W. Sullivan died in his Skokie home on March 22, 2010 
at 83 years of age; and

having served as a vital leader and founder of the Illinois Judges Association, the first unified

WHEREAS, a sports enthusiast. Judge Sullivan grew up in the Edgewater neighborhood in Chicago and 
loved playing football and boxing through high school at Eoyola Academy and while in college at Eoyola 
University Chicago; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Sullivan enlisted in the Navy during World War II and was stationed in the 
Philippines for two years; and 

WHEREAS, upon his return from military service. Judge Sullivan graduated from college and received 
his law degree from DePaul University in 1952; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Sullivan served as an assistant public defender until 1955 when he began an eight 
year practice in the family firm of Sullivan & Sullivan; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Sullivan was elected judge of the Village Court of Skokie in 1960, became an 
associate judge when the new judicial article took effect in 1964 and became a circuit court judge in 1970; 
and 

WHEREAS, in an action that was representative of the compassion he showed while on the bench. Judge 
Sullivan issued an emergency injunction to stop the march and rally of members of the National Socialist 
Party when that group sought permission to assemble in Skokie in 1977 because Judge Sullivan realized 
that the village was not prepared to deal with the potential trouble if the Nazis marched and considered 
the toll such a gathering would have on the community’s many Jewish citizens and Holocaust surviving 
residents; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Sullivan’s passion was to improve the state and county’s Judicial System by 
mentoring many younger judges, spearheading pilot programs for the court room, and overseeing the 
Judicial Performance Evaluation Project, which gives feedback to judges and played a key role in 
attaining salary and benefit improvements forjudges; and 

WHEREAS, described as a, “mover and shaker, a doer in all arenas,” Judge Sullivan served on numerous 
hospital boards; was a member of the Illinois State Bar Association’s Board of Governors for twelve 
years, where he was instrumental in forming its Joint Ethics Committee; was actively involved in the 
National Conference of State Trial Judges; and was awarded the Illinois Judges Association’s first 
Eifetime Service award in 1990. Since 2000, the association has awarded the Harold W. Sullivan 
Scholarship to Promote Judicial Ethics to Illinois law schools; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Sullivan will be remembered as an avid skier, a devoted and involved husband, father 
and family man; He is survived by his wife and childhood sweetheart, Mildred; their 12 children.

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald died in his South Holland home on April 17, 2010 at 96 years of 
age; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald was a man of great character and unquestioned integrity whose 
dedication to the fair and just application of the law made him a role model for a generation of Illinois 
lawyers; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald was born on January 23, 1014 in Hammond, Indiana, and 
attended St. Louis University on a football scholarship; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald played semi-pro football to pay his way through law school, 
graduating from the St. Louis University Law School in 1938; and 

WHEREAS, while in college. Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald met his future wife, Ruth, and the two were 
married on June 7, 1941; and 
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WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald served in the United States Navy in the South Pacific during 
World War II, and upon his return began a law practice in banking and municipal law; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald practiced law at Stone, Epstein, Eynch and Fitzgerald for two 
decades before 1964, when he was slated by the Democratic Party for the position of judge; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald served six months in Domestic Relations before joining the 
Criminal Division, where he sat as a trial judge for 13 years before being named the Division’s Presiding 
Judge in 1976; and 

WHEREAS, during his tenure as Presiding Judge, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald pioneered the 
development and structure of the Repeat-Offenders Court in Cook County, and was the first Presiding 
Judge to initiate a computer system for the assignment of cases to judges; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald was chosen to preside over difficult and public cases due to the 
quality of his judicial leadership, such as the trial of Silas Jayne, the sentencing of Dr. Richard Speck, and 
the nine-month county grand jury probe of illegal spying by the Chicago Police Department; and 


WHEREAS, the integrity of Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald was further acknowledged by the Office of the 
United States Attorney for the Northern District of Illinois when it chose Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald as 
the only member of the Circuit Judiciary to be trusted with the details of the Operation Greylord probe of 
corruption, which resulted in the indictment of 92 people, including judges, for bribery and tax fraud; and 

WHEREAS, throughout the Operation Greylord scandal. Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald was recognized as 
“the one shining light in that whole sordid business”; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald retired from the bench in 1989 and returned to private practice 
with Winston & Strawn, LLP, until his retirement from practicing law in 1993; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald was preceded in death by his wife of 64 years, Ruth Fitzgerald, 
and his son, Richard J. Fitzgerald, Jr.; and his daughter, Patricia Clare Fitzgerald; and 

WHEREAS, Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald is survived by his son, John Fitzgerald, and several 
grandchildren, great-grandchildren and great-great grandchildren; and

The timing of the contract processing was too late to add the 
contract into the 2010 fiscal budget and not finalized enough to have the funds 
encumbered from 2009.

Derek Blaida, Special Assistant to the President for Intergovernmental Affairs, delivered brief remarks. 
Mr. Blaida stated the Governor proposed a budget with a projected $13.5 billion short fall. Inclusive is a 
proposed cut to one of the most important streams of revenue to municipalities, the local municipal 
distributor fund. The cut would mean a 30% reduction of Cook County’s distribution and the lobbyist 
will work diligently to keep Cook County’s funds. Mr. Blaida indicated the state will attempt to hold the 
County harmless as much as possible. 

Vice-Chairman Silvestri inquired about the state income tax year in relation to the proposed State budget. 
Mr. Blaida stated in Fiscal year 2008, he believed the unincorporated areas of the County, received 
approximately $99 per person. This year, the County will receive approximately $77 per person because 
of falling income tax rates. The Governor’s proposed budget, if adopted on its face, would drop to $51 per 
person which would reduce the County distribution from about $10.5 million to a little over $7.1 million - 
a reduction of $3.4 million. 

Commissioner Daley requested that Mr. Blaida track any bills that would have an impact on the County’s 
unfunded mandates and stipulated that these bills should be seriously monitored. Mr. Blaida stated that he 
would provide a report on these bills. In addition. Chairman Suffredin stated that there are other 
appropriation bills for the Boot Camp and funds for the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center that the 
County has got to fight for because they are not in the Governor’s proposed budget at this point. 

Chairman Suffredin requested Stephen S. Morrill, Morrill & Associates to provide brief remarks 
regarding pension and other budgetary issues. Mr. Morrill, provided a report detailing bills pending in the 
96th Illinois General Assembly that affect the Cook County (see attachment #1) which includes the 
pension reform bill. Mr. Morrill state the pension reform bill passed and affects both of the County’s 
pension funds. 

Chairman Suffredin stated that Cook County now has the only law enforcement with a retirement age of 
67 because Chicago and downstate police/fire funds were exempted from the bill. Mr. Blaida added that 
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there is no early retirement bill. In addition, Chairman Suffredin asked the State’s Attorney to provide the 
County with a legal opinion regarding other aspects of this bill, as well as a legal opinion on a document 
that the law firm, Sidley Austin EEP., distributed through the Commercial Club of Chicago. The Sidley 
Austin EEP document states that the County has the right to diminish pension benefits for current County 
employees’ future earned benefits. Commissioner Gainer indicated she would welcome a clarification 
from the State’s Attorney Office. 

In closing. Chairman Suffredin stated that Mr. Blaida will provide the summary of the pension bill.

1. On what date did it become apparent that the receiving account would require an infusion of funds 
in order to meet current obligations? What was the balance in the account on that date, and what 
was the balance 30 days prior to that date? 

It became apparent on March 29, 2010 that the receiving account would require an infusion of 
funds in order to meet obligations of the new Electronic Monitoring Services contract that included 
an unexpected price increase. On this date the balance of the account was $280,404.00 and 30 days 
prior the balance was $280,404.00. 

2. How was the account used for the source of transferred funds identified? Eist any other accounts 
that were also considered (but not used) as the source of the transferred funds. 

The account (211 -449) was identified for this transfer of funds because of an unanticipated surplus 
in this account. This account was expected to be used to fund the maintenance cost for the 
Cashiering System upgrade. However, due to minor setbacks, the “go live” date of the system was 
postponed until the fall of 2010, funds for maintenance will be less than anticipated for FY 2010. 
Additionally, the Sheriffs Office received a reimbursement for 2009 radio maintenance costs from 
the Forest Preserve District of Cook County that was credited to the FY 2010 account. 

The account (215-330) was identified due to unanticipated surplus funds. This surplus is due 
primarily to a change in the specifications for toilet paper/paper towels. This contract is expected to 
be awarded for nearly half the previous year’s cost. 

The account (236-298) was identified due to unanticipated surplus funds. This surplus is the result 
of a review of the contract for substance abuse treatment. This review conducted by the current 
vendor, received in the third week of February 2010, revealed that there would be an unbilled 
surplus in this contract of approximately $217,000.00 for FY 2010. This is primarily due to the fact 
that the average length of stay for most day reporting unit participants is shorter than originally 
projected. 

3. Identify any projects, purchases, programs, contracts, or other obligations that will be deferred, 
delayed, or canceled as a result of the reduction in available spending authority that will result in 
the account that funds are transferred from. 


There is nothing that will be deferred, delayed, or cancelled as a result of the reduction in accounts 
211-449, 215-330 or 236-298. 

4. If the answer to the above question is “none” then please explain why this account was originally 
budgeted in a manner that caused an unobligated surplus to develop at this point in the fiscal year. 

Account (211 -449) has a surplus because the maintenance cost of the cashiering system will be less 
than anticipated for FY 2010 and a credit from the Forest Preserve District of Cook County for FY 
2009 charges. Account (215-330) has a surplus due to the fact that the toilet paper/paper towel 
contract for the Sheriffs Custodial Department is expected to be awarded for significantly less than 
the previous year’s cost. Account (236-298) has a surplus due to the fact that the fact that the 
average length of stay for a day reporting unit participant is shorter than originally projected. 
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The Budget Department has received all requisite documents and determined the fiscal impact on Cook 
County, if any.

WHEREAS, the Illinois Private Activity Bond Allocation Act, 30 Illinois Compiled Statutes 2008, 345/1 
et seq., as supplemented and amended (the “Act"), provides that a home rule unit of government may 
transfer its allocation of volume cap to any other home rule unit of government, the State of Illinois or any 
agency thereof or any non-home rule unit of government; and 

WHEREAS, it is now deemed necessary and desirable by the County to reserve all of its volume cap 
allocation for calendar year 2010 to be applied toward the issuance of private activity bonds (the 
“Bonds ”), as provided in this Resolution, or to be transferred, as permitted by this Resolution. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the County Board of The County of Cook, Illinois, as 
follows: 


SECTION I. That, pursuant to Section 146 of the Code and the Act, the entire volume cap of 
the County for calendar year 2010 is hereby reserved by the County, which shall issue the Bonds using 
such volume cap, or shall use or transfer such volume cap , without any further action required on the part 
of the County Board of the County, for projects approved by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
and the adoption of this Resolution shall be deemed to be an allocation of such volume cap to the issuance 
of the Bonds or such other bonds; provided, that any project funded by any such issuance of Bonds using 
such volume cap or any use or transfer of such volume cap be approved by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, and that any such transfer shall be evidenced by a written instrument executed by the 
President or any other proper officer or employee of the County, including without limitation the Chief 
Financial Officer of the County. 

SECTION 2. That the County shall maintain a written record of this Resolution in its records 
during the term that the Bonds or any other such bonds to which such volume cap is allocated remain 
outstanding. 

SECTION 3. That the President, the County Clerk and all other proper officers, officials, 
agents and employees of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all such acts 
and things and to execute all such documents and certificates as may be necessary to further the purposes 
and intent of this Resolution. 

SECTION 4. That the provisions of this Resolution are hereby declared to be separable, and if 
any section, phrase or provision of this Resolution shall for any reason be declared to be invalid, such 
declaration shall not affect the remainder of the sections, phrases and provisions of this Resolution.

On November 4, 2009, the Cook County Board of Commissioners authorized the 
acceptance of a grant in the amount of $10,336,208.33 from the Illinois Department of 
Human Services as part of their Illinois Disaster Assistance Program, for the provision of 
mold remediation and home repair/maintenance services to residents of Cook County 
impacted by the flooding that occurred from September 13, 2008 to October 5, 2008. 

The Illinois Department of Human Services has indicated that, in order to satisfy the 
expectations of the State of Illinois, Cook County is required to demonstrate significant 
progress to the State. At least $500,000/week needs to be committed, over the next five 
months, in order to satisfy the terms of the contract and the grant. 

This grant, commonly referred to as the Cook County Disaster Grant also provides 
funding for the reimbursement of agencies that have provided health-related and other 
social services to victims impacted by disaster declared flooding areas and is further 
intended to provide funding to assist Cook County with making its communities and 
residents whole in terms of health, safety and welfare activities. 

Through the County’s efforts over 450 applications have been received under the Cook 
County Disaster Grant and over 400 applicants have already been personally visited in 
their homes by Cook County Disaster Grant staff to determine eligibility. The 
Department of Homeland Security and Emergency Management continues to receive 
applications for assistance daily, and has a number of events scheduled, in partnership 
with various townships and municipalities, to further advertise this grant. 

In order to move forward and provide reimbursement to the social service agencies and 
local municipalities, to authorize and begin construction, repairs and/or maintenance to 
the eligible applicants, to make payment for services executed or products provided and 
to perform all other services authorized under the grant, it is hereby requested that the 
Executive Director of the Cook County Department of Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management, or his designee, be authorized to execute, on behalf of the 
County of Cook, any and all documents necessary to further the grant project approval, 
including, but not limited to, any payments, sub-grantee agreements and contracts with 
townships, municipalities, social service agencies and individual applicants. 

It is further requested that said authorization include the authority to execute, on behalf of 
the County of Cook, any and all documents necessary to further the grant project 
approval, including, but not limited to any payments, sub-grantee agreements and 
contracts with the Planning and Community Development Department’s pre-approved 
regional agencies and vendors in order to engage their services as it relates to home 
repair, maintenance and/or construction. 
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A committee comprised of staff from the Department of Homeland Security & 
Emergency Management, the Bureau of Community Development, the Department of 
Facilities Management, the Bureau of Finance and the Department of Budget & 
Management Services shall convene to review request for payments as well as 
disbursement made under the Grant. The Department of Homeland Security & 
Emergency Management shall make bi-weekly reports to the President and the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners, Committee on Finance on the status of all agreements 
entered into and disbursements made under the Cook County Disaster Grant: said reports 
shall include but not be limited to information detailing the name of any sub-recipient 
and/or contractor and the amount of disbursement. 


As indicated in the November 4, 2009, Board authorization, this grant has no fiscal 
impact on the County’s Budget, the grant award accepted is in the amount of 
$10,336,208.33 and the funding period terminates on September 30, 2010. The above 
authorization requested will provide the Department with the necessary authorization to 
move forward and complete the services and reimbursements allowed under the grant and 
to, above all, aid the impacted residents of Cook County.

resource center coordinator and one (1) administrative assistant. 

This grant requires that our office match one (1) dollar for each three (3) dollars of federal funding. The 
match commitment for this program is a cash match that supports the full salary and fringe benefits of one 
(1) assistant state’s attorney, a portion of the salary of one (1) assistant state’s attorney, as well as a 
portion of the fringe benefits for the remaining personnel. 

The authorization to accept the previous grant was given on June 2, 2009 by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners in the amount of $665,879.00 with a total match of $239,528.00. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $229,399.00 (Required Match: $221,960.00; Over-Match: $7,439.00) (250-818 
Account). Grant Award: $665,879.00. Funding Period: January 4, 2010 through December 31, 2010. 
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The Budget Department has received all requisite documents and determined the fiscal impact on Cook 
County, if any.
